REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 01/30/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to the foreign references has not been considered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowability 
resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in the independent claims 17, 25, and 31, 
and at least in part, because each of the claims recites, inter alia: "one or more channels formed 
through the second heat sink part at least partially through o ne o r more of the second projections 
for carrying a flow of liquid coolant there through" (emphasis added). The aforementioned 
limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the respective claims 17, 25, and 31, 
are believed to render said independent claims 17, 25, and 31 and all claims dependent therefrom 
allowable over the art of record. 

WO 02/102, 124 is believed to be the closest reference to the present invention, disclosed 
(Fig. 1A, IB): an electronic component cooling system including: a rack for storing several 
electronic systems (102), each electronic system including one or more electronic components 
(134) to be cooled; and for each electronic component to be cooled, a cooling device including, 
a first heat sink part (106) having a component surface adapted to be placed in a heat transfer 
relationship with the electronic component; a second heat sink part (110) adapted to be placed 
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together with the first heat sink part (106) in an operating position; one or more first projections 
(108) making up a contact surface of the first heat sink part, and one or more second projections 
(112) making up a contact surface of the second heat sink part, wherein the contact surface of the 
first heat sink part is adapted to mate with the contact surface of the second heat sink part with 
the one or more first projections interdigited with the one or more second projections when the 
first heat sink part and the second heat sink part are placed together in the operating position; one 
or more channels (1 14) formed in the second heat sink part for carrying a flow of liquid coolant 
there through; and a supply connection and a return connection included with the second heat 
sink part (Fig. 1 A), wherein both the supply connection and the return connection are in fluid 
communication with the one or more channels, but did not disclose that the channels are formed 
at least partially through one or more of the second projections, as required by each of the 
independent claim 17, 25, and 31 of the instant application. 

The remaining references cited on PTO-892 disclosed various liquid cooling systems 
with heat sinks or cold plates for cooling of the electronic devices. None of the references of 
record taken alone or in combination, is believed to render the claimed invention unpatentable as 
claimed. 

Furthermore, Examiner has performed the assignee and inventor name searches in order 
to identify documents with possible double patenting issues. No documents with conflicting 
claims have been identified.
